INDIANAPOLIS. 
A MEETING OF BUSINESS MEN AND PROMI- 
NENT CITIZENS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 11.— The political 
atmosphere to-day has been less agitated 
than it was yesterday, and everybody hag 
gone about ‘thoughtful and calin as he con- 
tem plated the important business of to-mor- 
row. There has been very little loud talking 
or howling. The wholesome respectof the 
Democrats for their political. adversaries, en- 
gendered through the knowledge that the 
latter were up to all of their tricks, and were 
prepared to eircumvent them, was only in- 
creased by th call issued yesterday fora 
meeting of citizens this morning, irrespective 
of party, to take steps to secure a 
fair and and peaceable election. Be 
tween the time of issuing the 
eall and holding the meeting, however, 
the Republicans received assurances from the 
municipal and county authorities that every 
precaution would be taken to preserve the 
peace and to protect every legal voter in his 
right to vote. The meeting had very little, 
therefore, to do except to express its opin- 
ions on the subject of fair elections. It was 
held in the Court-House, and brought out 
a number of prominent men, politically and 
business wise, on both sides. 
AMONG THOSE PRESENT. 
were Senator McDonald, W. H. Efglish, who 
would be Vice-President; Judge Claypool, 
J. C. Shoemaker, R. J. Bright, Cass 
Byfield, candidate for Congress; Dr. 
W. B. Fletcher, and others, representing 
the Democrats, and J. A. Wilmar, District- 
Attorney Holstein, Dr. J. H. Woodburn, 
Judge Gresham, Gen. G. H. Chapman, E. F. 
Rimer, W. P. Fishback, and others, repre- 
senting the Republicans. The presence of 
McDonald and English showed about as well 
as anything could that the Democrats were 
determined on at least making a show of 
tairness, in the hope that it would have its 
effect on the business-men. Dr. Woodburn 
was called to the chair, and briefly stated the 
object of the gathering. 
SENATOR M’ DONALD 
was the first speaker. He was very glad the 
meeting had been called, and that so many of 
the substantial men of Indianapolis were 
present. A very important and exciting 
political canvass had been in progress, the re- 
sult of which was to be decided to-morrow 
by the decision to be made at the ballot- 
boxes by those who, under the provisions of 
the law, were citizens of Indianapolis and en- 
titled to vote, and no others. [Applause.] 
“It is not to be expected,” he continued, 
“that a canvass such as we have been pass- 
ing through will not engender to some extent 
acrimonious feelings, and that the very best of 
us may find ourselves carried further than, 
in our cooler moments, we should be in- 
clined to go; but there is one thing we are 
all jointly interested in, and that is, 
THE FAIR FAME, PEACE, AND PROSPERITY 
of our city. I am equally interestéd with 
my Republican neighbor, and he is equally 
interested with me, and so throughout the 
city, and, as citizens of this city, we are all 
interested in a free and fair election, so that 
the decision made at the ballot-boxes may be 
registered properly and rightly. The will of 
the majority, and the will thus registered, 
every good American citizen ought 
most cheerfully to obey. We have 
the necessary legal means to administer our 
public affairs, even on 80 exciting an occa- 
sion as an election, and there are times, and 
this is undoubtedly one of them, when the 
legal anthority of our city may well desire to 
feel the strengthening arm of the people in 
support of law and order. I have every con- 
fidence in the honesty and fairness of 
THE MAYOR OF OUR CITY. 
[Applause.} I have seen him on other occa- 
sions when the peace and well being 
of our city were threatened, and, al- 
though we differ politically, I have 
every confidence that, if he feels he has the 
support of the strong arms and cool heads 
and hearts of the citizens of Indianapolis, 
he will discharge his whole duty. 1 am 
ready to give him my support as one who 
feels he has as much at stake in the welfare 
of this city as any one. I am glad to say 
that, in our Executive, the Governor of the 
State, we have a man not lacking in the same 
qualities, and he will,in connection with 
the civil authorities of the city and. 
county, do ail that will be required 
of him to see that the laws of the State are 
faithfully executed.

FEARS OF ITS BLOODY CULMINATION TO- 
DAY. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
CINCINNATI, Oct. 11.—Grave fears are felt 
of violence and bloodshed at the polls in cer- 
tain Indiana towns. Several shooting cases 
between Democrats and negroes have oc- 
curred, and the excitement growing out of 
them will probably be used as the means of 
intimidating the negroes at the polls. At 
Rockport, Saturday noon, L. M. Schoen- 
field, a Democratic saloonkeeper, shot and 
killed Darius Webb, colored, while a Dem- 
ocratic mob was pursuing him and shouting 
“Kill the nigger.” The row began when 
Proctor Knott began his speech in 
the evening. Knott called at Schoen- 
neld's saloon and congratulated him 
on the feat. This last fact is 
averred in an affidavit by George Irwin, of 
Owensboro, Ky., before United States Com- 
missioner Wartmann, of this city. Another 
colored man is said to have been killed there 
the same day. 
A DISPATCH FROM EVANSVILLE 
says all is quiet there in the matter of Satur- 
day night’s shooting. Shorter is in the jail 
3 county, and there were no crowds 
ay. This morning it was developed that 
the negroes in the crowd at the Court-House 
were pickets to warn their brethren, organ- 
“ized and armed elsewhere, if their pres 
ence was necessary. Several hundred were 
close together within three squares of the 
jail, officered by former colored soldiers, and 
ready to repel any attack on the jail or their 
people. The wild rumors and the incendiary 
utterances of the Courier so thoroughly 
alarmed them that all who could got arms, 
and were prepared. The second-hand deal- 
ers sold out clean, and many new revolvers 
were bought by them. The colored men are 
determined to vote at all hazards, and des- 
perate men are expected to begin bulldozing 
early in the morning. 
KISSEL, 
who was stabbed Saturday night, and all the 
men shot at, are still alive, though Kissel and 
Rouse are in great danger. Riots of a sim- 
ilar character, but without loss of life, are 
reported from Greencastle, Ind., the county 
in which most of the North Carolina negroes 
settled, and from Bainbridge, O.

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 11.—There were some- 
fears here to-day that Shelbyville would turn 
out more cussedness when Gov. Hendricks 
got to talking to his constituents, but the 
Governor seems to have his political sagacity 
about him, and to have made a very consi der 
ate speech, which happily fails to stir up the 
Democratic animals to any extent. 
It is a pretty commentary on the 
manners and customs which prevail in Shel- 
byville, however, that one or two newspaper 
correspondents there who have made them- 
selves disliked are said to have been cau- 
tioned not to appear too publicly while the 
present excitement lasts. Several arrests 
were made here to-day. The first was Will- 
iam Revell, alias Redall. He is bartender at 
Doc Burns’ saloon on Vine street, Philadel- 
phia, and served five years in the Peniten- 
tiary for murder. He was fined $14.50 and 
sent to the stone-yard for thirty days. 
Charles Burke, alias Robert Mackay, received 
a similar sentence. His record is nearly as 
bad. John Adams was arrested on South 
Illinois street this morning, for carrying con- 
cealed weapons, ,drunkenness, and disturb- 
ing the peace. He had a return ticket to 
Philadelphia in his possession. John Shoe- 
maker, alias Shoey Miller, was arrested last 
night in Terre Haute by officers from Phila- 
delphia, on a requisition from the United 
States Marshal’s office, for issuing fraudu- 
lent naturalization papers. He has served 
several terms in the Philadelphia City Prison, 
and was a fugitive from justice. He was in 
Terre Haute with a gang of repeaters. 
E. C. Dawson, one of Carter Harrison’s 
political servitors in the Health De- 
partment, was hauled in to-day. He was 
found here operating among the colored Re- 
publicans and endeavoring to influence them 
by threats and the use of money. The pre- 
sumption is that Dawson will break stone 
awhile before he returns to Chicago.

period of the year. The amount of coin 
held by banks is $59,783,555. The amount 
held at the corresponding date last year was 
only $19,349,867, showing an increase dur- 
ing the year of $40,433,688, which 
is more than three times the 
amouht held last year at this time. 
The individual deposits were $242,000,000, an 
increase of $29,000,000 over the same date 
last year. The amotnt due to banks and 
‘bankers is $137,000,000, showing an increase 
of $32,000,000. The capital stock of the banks 
Oct. 1 was $50,650,000, a change of only 
$100,000 during the year. There was a 
much more marked change, however, in 
the amount of circulation, the outstanding 
circulation of the banks in New York City 
being but $18,000,000, which is a reduction of 
nearly $4,000,000. This reduction shows that 
some of the banks have recently sold their 
bonds, and have availed themselves of the 
high premium in the market. TheController 
of the Currency says that a large amount of 
the loans, and of the deposits and balances 
due from banks, is unprecedented, It 
has been generally expected at this 
season of the year that the banks would draw 


down their balances, and that they would 


use their balances more closely at the 

resent fall season. The condition of affairs,

MONEY AND FRAUD AT ELECTIONS. 

Gen. Weaver, the Greenback. candidate 
for President, in his recent conversation in 
this city gave expression to one sentiment 
which will meet a hearty response from the 
American people in all parts of the country 
who have any regard for the purity of elec- 
tion Gen. Weaver said: 


I have canvassed twenty-one States, and 
bave been well received in ali. In the South I 
met with an excellent reception, but the trouble 
was that they counted us out at the polis. It 
doesn’t cost anything to belong to the opposi- 
tion there now, as it did in the days of the Ku- 
Klux,—but the trouble is at the ballot-box,—no 
one’s vote is worth anythi except be is a 
Democrat. I believe that the situation in Indi- 
ana to-day isa orisis in the politics of the Na- 
tion. It is astenen. Decent men must to-day 
hold their noses while passing through Indiana. 
The purchase of Yeagley. and such uses of 
money, ought to lose the Democrats many votes. 


At the South all opposition to the Demo- 
cratic party is defeated by the forcible intim- 
idation of the colored class of voters, and by 
the ignoring of all opposition votes given by 
white voters. This stifling of the baliots 
given by the whites is less sanguinary, but 
none the less effective, than thgy resort to 
shotguns and the bull-whip. 

In Indiana the course of the Democratic 
party for years has been a disgrace to free 
government anda libel upon popular elec- 
tions. The southern part of Indiana was 
largely settled by persons from the slave- 
holding States. In all the elections preceding 
the War, during the War, and subsequent to 
the War, the Demoerats of those parts of In- 
diana voted in hearty codperation with their 
fellow-Democrats on the other side of the 
Ohio River, in Kentucky. It has been no- 
torious during twenty years and more that 
the Democratic vote in Indiana has always 
been largely recruited by importations fram.. 
Kentucky. This was always the more prac 
ticable because Indiana holds her State elec- 
tion in October, when Kentucky.does not 
vote, and because of the facility which the 
loose Election laws of Indiana afford for ille- 
gal voting. Under the Election laws of In- 
dfana no previous residence in the county or 
precinct by the person offering to vote is 
required. An actual resident of Indiana 
may vote anywhere in the State where he 
may happen to be on election-day ; and under 
this loose privilege strangers have practically 
no difficulty in voting at any election in that 
State. Unless there be persons will- 
ing to take the responsibility of arresting a 
man for illegal voting the moment he de- 
posits the ballot, the illegal voter 
takes the first train, and escapes all respon- 
sibility for his misdeeds. This system has 
been successfully carried on in Indiana for 
years, and explains why the Democrats have 
always been successful in working out a 
majority large enough to give them control 
of the State. 

In 1876 this business was carried on to 
such a disgraceful extent thata sufficient 
number of Democrats united with the Re- 
publicans and carried through the State 
Legislature an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion requiring thereafter a residence in the 
county and precinct as a qualification to vote 
therein, and another amendment providing 
that State elections should be held in Novem- 
ber instead of October. Both ot these amend- 
ments were ratified by the people. But the 
exigencies of the Democratic party were so 
great that a special session of the Supreme 
Court of the State was held, and a judgment 
given that the amendments had not been 
ratified. All five mgmbefs of the Court were 
Democrats, and even two of these refused to 
be a party to suell an infamous partisan 
trick. The decision of the majority, how- 
ever, prevailed, and hence the October 
eleetion and the old loose Election law were 
continued in order to enable the Democratic 
party to carry the State to-day by the old 
dishonest and disreputable practices. 

Another reason for continuing the October 
election was the mercenary one of extorting 
money from the Democratic candidates. 
English, the millionaire, was nominated 
for Vice-President under a promise that 
he would furnish $100,000 for the 
party. Four years ago Tilden was compelled 
to furnish the Democrats of Indiana. with 
$60,000, But Indiana being a pivotal State 
whose loss to the Democrats would be fatal, 
the mercenary horde of Democrats in that 
State have this year demanded money by 
every ar Not less than $300,000 have been 
furnished by the Demoeratic management 
to the local operators in order to prevent the 
State going Republican at this October elec- 
tion. As an excuse for demanding such 
enormous sums the Democratic managers 
have the effrontery to plead that so unpopu- 
lar and so hated is their own candidate for 
Vice-President that Democrats have to be 
paid for voting for him. For weeks past there 
has been a general distribution of money going 
on all over the State,—paying fer the tran- 
sportation and expenses of imported voters, 
paying for the purchase of election. officers, 
inspectors, and clerks, and paying for gangs 
of men to vote against their own party, and 
to vote as often as possible. 

The recent purchase of Yeagley was hard- 
ly disguised. Yeagley was a candidate on 
the Greenback ticket tor a State office, and 
had a fair following. He was paid a good 
round sum to-withdraw as a candidate in 
favor ef the Democratic n@ninee, and in any 
other State but Indiana the disgraceful 
transaction would have cost the purchasing 
party @ great many votes. But in a campaign 
where the ruling policy is to make money 
ae done a good 


must to-day hold their noses while passing 
through Indiana.” The scene is certainly 
unprecedented, The whole hopes of the 
Democratic party rest on the power of money 
to bribe and corrupt, and the success of their 
system of importing illegal voters. Against 
these corrupt and fraudulent schemes the 
Republicans have had severe and laborious 
work. They hope to cut down the Demo- 
eratic vote by the exclusion from the polis 
of 6,000 or more men imported from other 
States. Against the purchase of votes by 
the Democrats there can be but feeble re- 


to be inexhaustible. 

The public concern in this disreputable 
system of elections is in the effect which a 
result obtained by such means may have on 
elections in other States. If there were noth- 
ing involved in this Indiana election save the 
election of State officers, the fraud and cor- 
ruption would be purely local, and, however 
disgraceful, would not affect the politica! In- 
terests of the people in other States. Here, 
however, is the case of Indiana, having fit- 
teen Electoral votes, whose election to-day 
may be decided by the lavish and corrupt use 
of money and the colonizing of several 
thousand illegal votes, thus overriding the 
honest voice of the people of that State, and 
thereby exercising a false influence upon 
public opinion outside of that State. Such a 
condition of affairs, such a possible triumph 
of dishonesty and fraud, may, as Gen. Weaver 
says, produce a crisis in National politics. 
The whole people will not submit much 
longer to be governed by the results of 
fraudulent elections, whether they take place 
at the North or at the South.

DR. THOMAS’ FAREWELL. 

The farewell of Dr. Thomas to his parish- 
ioners in the Centenary Methodist Church 
may also be his farewell to the whole body 
of that denomination. He has defined his 
own position explicitly, and has left it for 
the authorities in the Church to say whether 
he can hold it and still abide within the pale 
of Methodism. His attitude, it must be con- 
fessed, is a very manly ove. He says in ef- 
fect: “These are my opinions; my con- 
science com pels me to say this and to decline to 
say that; if { may believe this and be a Meth- 
odist, well; if not, well. It is for you to act 
now, not for me.” These are grand words, 
with which he brought his sermon to a 
close: 


I will and I must be mentally and spiritually 
free. And that ut any cost. I would rather die 
in poverty deep, with the crown of liberty on 
2 than to live in a wear 

ains. 


No man understands better than Dr. 
Thomas what he would lose by separating 
from his Church. His whole manhood has 
been spent in it. Twenty-nine years ago he 
began to study for the Methodist ministry, 
and since then he has been thoroughly iden- 
tified with the denomination. He has given 
much to it, and has received much from it, 
His ambition, work, desizes, and sacrifices 
have been bound up with it in such a way 
that he cannot part with Methodism without 
losing much that has seemed to him precious. 
But he and the Church have traveled the 
same road about as far as they can go to- 
gether. They must part, or one of them 
must take a path which he or it believes to 
be wrong. The Church is not likely to make 
the concession. It has shown no disposition 
to compromise. And Dr. Thomas himself 
has said that he can yield nothing more. 
Separation would seem to be only a question 
of time, 

The opinions which Dr. Thomas holds con- 
trary to the com judgment of hjs Church 
were clearly set forth by him in this farewell 
sermon. In the course of his sermon he.said 
he believed he was still within the pale of 
liberal orthodoxy. He claimed that the final 
result of his teaching was not to unsettle 
thinking men, but te settle them,—to give 
them something on which to stand. The 
poiits on which his views differed from 
others were three: On the atonement, future 
puuishment, and the inspiration of the Script- 
ures. He believed in the atonement, but 
notin the penal or butcher theory, which 
makes Christ a sinner, treats Him as a sin- 
ner, and punishes Him as such, to make good 
the threatened penalty of a broken law. He 
could easily accept the governmental! view, 
whieh makes the atonement a measure for 
securing the moral order of the universe, if 
the idea of penal substitution was left out. 

As to future punishment, his creed is that 
men go out of this world free and may re- 
pent after death; that punishment for sin is 
appropriate, but not necessarily endless; 
that the literal Hell taught by Wesley is an 
absurdity and an anachronism. The third 
article of faith on which he differs from the 
majority of his Church relates to the inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures. He does not believe 
in the literal inspiration of the Scriptures; 
that all parts were equally inspired, or of 
equal authority and value, nor that all the 
books of the Old Testament were critically 
infailible, though he stili held that the 
Scriptures contained all things necessary for 
salvation. 

The statement by Dr. Thomas of his views 
is full, plain, and fearless. It ought to re- 
lieve his brethren in the Church of doubt as 
to the best disposition to be made of him. 
If those are Methodist doctrines, they 
should be formally approved; if they are 
not, Dr. Thomas should be promptly notified 
of the fact. There will be no need of a trial. 
Neither prosecution nor defense could proper- 
ly arise in such a ease. The separation may 
be private and by common consent, without 
scandal or injury to the good name of either 


party.

WHAT WILL THEY DO WITH IT! 

What will the Democratic party do with 
the Government if it gets possession of it?

power before the South sunght to mateh the 


superior enterprise, and consequently more 
rapid growth, of the North by acquiring ter- 
ritory and adding slave States to the Union. 
Its policy: will be the same in the 
event of its success now. It will carve 
four new States out of Texas, admit 
Utah and Arizona, and so secure twelve

Optimists may 
laugh at the charge that the Democratic party 
intends to cut Texas into five States, but it 
should be noted that no Democratic speaker 
or newspaper denies the charge.
